As the Germans dropped back 
through Grodno, Russian troops drove 
through to within 13 miles of Kaunas, 
former Lithuanian capital located 86 
miles north of Frodno. 

To the south, the villages of Brest, 
Litovsk, and Bialystok, guarding the
